A disgraced former Brook- 
lyn Supreme Court judge who 
pleaded guilty to extorting a 
six-figure bribe from an attor- 
ney, pleaded senility before his 


sentencing Monday. But Judge 
Nicholas Colabella wasn’t buy- 
ing it and sentenced Barron to 
three to nine years in prison. 

In sealed court documents to 
which Colabella made reference at 
sentencing, Victor Barron allegedly 
claims he was in the throes of de- 


mentia when he demanded a 
$250,000 kickback from an attorney 
representing a winning plaintiff in 
civil lawsuit. 

Monday’s sentencing proceed- 
ings were replete with apologies 
from Barron and his attorney, Barry

YASSKY WARNS BROOKLYN BRIDGE PARK 

Use it or lose it

Brooklyn Heights City Councilman 
David Yassky said this week that with the 
city facing its toughest fiscal crisis in 
decades the developers of the planned 
Brooklyn Bridge Park could lose some or all 
of $10.8 million set aside for the project that 
has not yet been allocated. 

“I’m very concerned that time is passing and 
the city has not yet figured out specifically which 
part of the park they want to move forward with 
first," Yassky told The Brooklyn Papers. “We’re 
in danger of seeing the project slip behind sched- 
ule if the city doesn’t focus on this pretty soon.” 

The city allocated the $10.8 million for Fiscal 
Year 2003, which runs through June 2003, for 
the construction of greenspace north of the Pur- 
chase Building and the demolition or truncation 
of the building itself. 

The city’s office of Emergency Management 
(OEM), which had been housed in the World 
Trade Center, temporarily moved into the Purchase 
Building, located under the Brooklyn Bridge over- 
pass near Fulton Landing, last February, promising 
to occupy the building for only 12 to 18 months. 

This month, OEM presented plans to the 
community to raze the 60,000-square-foot Red 
Cross Building at 165 Cadman Plaza East, to 
erect a high-tech, windowless bunker in its 
tracks by 2005, possibly stalling plans for 
OEM’s evacuation of the Purchase Budding. 

Jim Moogan, executive director of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park Development Corporation, a 
subsidiary of the Empire State Development 
Corporation that is charged with overseeing the 
construction of the waterfront commercial and 
recreational development, downplayed Yassky’s

Former Bay Ridge Council- 
man Sal Albanese shocked 
Brooklyn Democrats this week 
by endorsing Re- 
publican City 
Councilman 
Marty Golden 
over his incum- 
bent Democratic 
opponent, state 
Sen.

22nd district. 

In a letter distributed by Golden’s 
campaign office, Albanese slammed 
the three-term incumbent Gentile 
for questioning the service record of 
Golden, a former police officer, dur- 
ing a live New York 1 debate. 

Albanese wrote: ”1 am fiercely 
loyal to the principles of the Demo- 
cratic Party and I do not make this 
decision lightly. . . . Unfortunately, 


Mr. Gentile has crossed the line of 
common decency.” 

Albanese, a former candidate for 
mayor known for his liberal posi- 
tions, is just the latest borough De- 
mocrat to board Golden’s ship. 

Democrats such as Assemblyman 
Dov Hikind and state Sen. Carl 
Kruger both held press conferences 
to announce their support of Golden, 
and the former leader of the City 
Council’s Brooklyn delegation, 
Herb Berman, had one planned but 
cancelled at the last minute, al- 
though his endorsement remained. 

According to campaign disclo- 
sures, the Republican Senate Cam- 
paign Committee and the New 
York State Republican Committee 
have put $1.96 million into Gold- 
en’s campaign. State Democrats 
will spend about $500,000 on their 
candidate, according to state Senate 
Minority Leader Martin Connor.

Bishop: I knew priest 
approved man-boy sex

BOSTON — Brooklyn 
Bishop Thomas Daily, formerly 
a top-ranking official in the 
Archdiocese of Boston, knew 
the Rev. Paul Shanley endorsed 
sex between men and boys but 
promoted him to head a parish 
in Newton, according to a depo- 
sition made public Monday. 

Daily, who served as chancellor, 
vicar general and auxiliary bishop 
in the Boston archdiocese from 
1977 to 1984, promoted Shanley 
to administrator and acting pastor 
at St. Jean’s parish in Newton in 
1984, where he allegedly went on 
to molest and rape boys. 

Shanley, 71, was indicted in 
June on 10 counts of child rape 
and six counts of indecent assault 


and battery for allegedly sexually 
abusing boys from 1979 to 1989 
while he was at St. Jean’s. The 
boys were between the ages of 6 
and 15. Shanley has pleaded inno- 
cent to the charges. 

Daily gave sworn testimony in 
August in civil lawsuits filed by three 
men who claim they were sexually 
abused by Shanley at St. Jean’s. The 
same men are involved in criminal 
complaints against Shanley. 

In the deposition, Daily ac- 
knowledges that he considered 
Shanley a “troubled priest” who 
needed help. He said he knew 
Shanley had attended a meeting of 
the North American Man-Boy 
Love Association and had spoken 
in favor of the group. 

But under questioning from civ- 
il attorney Roderick MacLeish Jr., 
Daily said he had not received any 
reports of Shanley engaging in 


such activities himself. 

“The only thing, the only saving 
feature of it is that we are talking 
about ideas and opinions in his 
promotion verbally ... to my 
knowledge at the time, he wasn't 
involved in activities,” Daily said. 

Daily said there was no indica- 
tion Shanley was promoting sexu- 
al relationships between men and 
boys at St. Jean’s parish, but was 
speaking in favor of the idea in 
other parts of the country. 

“But having said that, I would 
have very great regrets,” Daily said. 

“You have regrets you made the 
appointment?” asked MacLeish. 

“I think I would have done 
much better if I hadn’t made the 
appointment,” Daily replied. 

Brooklyn Diocese spokesman 
Frank DeRosa had no immediate 
comment on the deposition.

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Cops wrap up 
kid snatches 

3rd arrest in string of threats 
to Brooklyn Heights children

Police in Brooklyn Heights 
have gone 3-for-3 in catching 
alleged kiddy-snatchers after 
a rash of attempts in the 
neighborhood over the past 
several months. 

The last suspect in three sepa- 
rate cases is currently in custody 
and charged with attempted kid- 
napping, endangering the welfare 
of a child and unlawful imprison- 
ment. Those charges were still be- 
ing considered by a grand jury as 
this went to press. 

Police charge that at around 
noon on Aug. 26, a 45-year-old 
homeless man living in a shelter 
in Fort Greene, approached a 2- 
year-old girl in the Pierrepont 
Playground while she was under 
the care of a local day care center. 

The man, who is black, attempt- 
ed to convince day care workers 
that the child, who is white, was his 
daughter, police said. The workers 
refused to release the girl into his 
custody, and as staffers and Parks 
Department employees intervened 


the man fled. 

Caretakers, however, took all 
the children back to their day care 
center before calling the police, 
giving the suspect almost an 
hour’s lead time. 

For the past two months, police 
had been searching for the alleged 
abductor, who was described by 
witnesses as wearing a colorful 
robe and a turban. One of the de- 
tectives on the case, Det. Rudolfo 
Lynch, was on his way home when 
he spotted a man baring a resem- 
blance to the suspect's description. 

Lynch pulled over and briefly 
questioned the man, and got his 
name and address. He let the sus- 
pect go but later ran a background 
check on him, finding an unrelat- 
ed prior arrest, so he decided to 
show his mug shot to witnesses of 
the incident. 

With positive witness identifi- 
cations, Lynch and Det. Francis 
Keane caught up to the man at the 
comer of Prince Street and Myrtle 
Avenue on Oct. 22. 

According to police, the sus- 
pect is a transient, who resides at

Hispanic base would 
be diluted after 
Sunset Park district 
is gerrymandered

They haven’t yet won the vote in the cur- 
rent district, but the three candidates for the 
38th Council District seat of Sunset Park and 
Red Hook are raising their voices against the 
proposed borders released last week by the 
New York City Districting Commission. 

The proposed district — which if approved 
would take effect in 2004 — loses a large swath 
of northern Sunset Park and southern Park 
Slope, as well as Boerum Hill, the Columbia 
Street Waterfront District and a portion of Wind- 
sor Terrace. 

What the district picks up appears to be clas- 
sic gerrymandering, expanding the district out 
between roughly 60th and 68th streets from 
Seventh Avenue all the way across to 23rd Av- 
enue, and cutting across the divergent neighbor- 
hoods of Dyker Heights, Bensonhurst, Borough 
Park and Gravesend. 

The proposed district also takes in pieces of 
Borough Park, between 41st and 45th Streets 
going as far east as 12th Avenue, before jutting 
west to Eighth Avenue, between 50th and 56th 

One of the candidates, District Leader for the 
51st Assembly District George Martinez, said of 
the loss of portions of Sunset Park and the South 
Slope, “[If you] move those Latino voters into a 
district where they’ll be by far a tiny minority . . . 
[it will] lessen their capacity to have their vote 
affect the outcome of who they want in office.” 

One of his rivals for the seat, School Board 
15 President Edward Rodriguez, said, “Most of 
the line-drawing is incumbent-driven and given 
that the community doesn’t have a voice in the 
council, it doesn’t have a voice in the process.” 

The 38th district lacks a council representa- 
tive because Angel Rodriguez, no relation to Ed- 
ward Rodriguez, resigned and then pleaded 
guilty to shaking down a Red Hook developer 
for cash and property. 

“Especially with the increase of Latinos our 
district, in the coming years it will probably 
cheat us out of Latino leaders,” said another can- 
didate in the race, Sara Gonzalez, chairwoman 
of Community Board 7. 

The South Slope and Sunset Park portions 
lost to the 38th district would be included in the 
39th district, under the proposed reapportion- 
ment. That district, which now includes Park 
Slope, Carroll Gardens and Borough Park, is 
represented by Councilman Bill DeBlasio. 

DeBlasio told The Brooklyn Papers last week 
that the maps were far from finalized. “When 
we have a council member from the 38th district 


they deserve to have real input into this 
process,” he said. 

The proposed maps must still come before 
several more public hearings, and then will be 
subject to the approval of the U.S. Department 
of Justice. The maps must be approved before 
the November 2003 elections. 

The proposed maps were drawn by the New 
York City Districting Commission — comprised 
of 15 members, with seven appointed by Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, five by City Council 
Speaker Gifford Miller of Manhattan, and three 
by Minority Leader James Oddo, who repre- 
sents portions of Bay Ridge and Bensonhurst, 
with the bulk of his district in Staten Island — to 
reflect population changes detailed in the 2000 

The Hispanic population in the proposed dis- 
trict would decrease from 53.6 percent to 42.7 
percent, which has already drawn an outcry 
from the Puerto Rican Legal Defense and Edu- 
cation Fund (PRLDEF). 

That group has decried the proposed maps in 
general charging that the number of majority 
Hispanic districts were reduced from 11 to 10 
and that proposed Hispanic majority districts 
have an average of 159,438 people compared to 
the 156,067 in majority white districts, effective- 
ly diluting the Hispanic vote citywide. 

The ideal district size, according to PRLDEF, 
is 157,025 people. In redrawing the districts, a 
10 percent deviation is allowed. 

Some of the district’s pearls, such as the Co- 
lumbia Street Waterfront District and Green- 
Wood Cemetery are also lost from the proposed 
38th District. 

“It’s a real beauty to our area,” Gonzalez said 
of the historic cemetery. “So I’m not really in fa- 
vor of changing what’s there.” 

The Columbia Street district includes a large 
portion of Brooklyn’s working waterfront, usual- 
ly associated with Red Hook, including the Red 
Hook Marine Terminal and Pier 6, currently 
leased by American Stevedoring for cargo stor- 
age, are to be included in the 33rd district, repre- 
sented by Brooklyn Heights Councilman David 
Yassky, on the preliminary maps. 

Pier 6’s inclusion in the planned Brooklyn 
Bridge Park, has been listed as one of the top 
priorities of park advocates, many of who are 
based in and around Brooklyn Heights. 

Gonzalez and Rodriguez have both expressed 
interest in an integrated waterfront, with both 
housing and jobs, while Martinez has spoken on 
behalf of bringing commercial development to 
the waterfront to bring jobs into the neighbor- 
hoods, such as the planned giant Fairway super- 
market in Red Hook. 

Martinez has added that any housing develop- 
ment that does take place should not price out 
long-time residents. 

None of the three candidates was ready to 
sound any alarms over the exclusion of either 
working or commercial piers from the 38th dis- 
trict and expressed confidence in their ability to 
work with Yassky should the Columbia Street 
district be lost from their district.

Thank you for your article 
on noise in Brooklyn (“Bloom- 
ie deaf to noise in Brownstone 
Brooklyn,” Oct. 21). 

I live four houses from the 
Brooklyn-Queens Expressway 
on Warren Street and the noise 
from the BQE has been my 
greatest source of angst for the 
eight years I’ve lived here. I hear 
it even with my windows and 
storm windows shut, and I can’t 
sleep with my windows open 
because the noise is so bad. 

The engine brakes on the big 
trucks are particularly bad and 
often wake me at night. I’ve 


noticed signs in many other big 
cities stating that engine brakes 
may not be used in the city lim- 
its. Why can’t we do this here? 
The noise from motorcycles 
and from the accidents that 
often occur on the BQE, are 
also particularly intolerable 
and often wake me, but just the 
noise in general is offensive. 

I leave the city and I see 
miles of high walls along the 
freeways and interstates that 
act as noise barriers to the sur- 
rounding neighborhoods. Why 
can’t Brooklyn, with such a 
high population density, have 
these, too, instead of the chain 
link fence in place now? I do 
know Robert Moses promised 
us a park covering the trench 
through our neighborhood 
when the BQE was first built. 
Why this couldn’t have been 


built any time in the last 50 
years is beyond me. 

I hope Mayor Bloomberg is 
serious about noise reduction 
and can help us here in Brown- 
stone Brooklyn. I appreciate 
the focus on quality of life in 
New York.

“We’re not some radical 
group of crazies here protest- 
ing,” said Aaron Naparstek, a 
spokesman for Transportation 
Alternatives, who came dress- 
ed as a car. “We actually have 
the political process behind us.” 
On Nov. 4, Prospect Park re- 
sumes its fall, winter and spring 
hours, opening to traffic at 6 am 
on Monday, and remaining open 
until 7 pm on Friday, except dur- 
ing holidays. The park closes to 
traffic in the summer, except dur- 
ing rush hours, from 7 am to 9 
am and from 5 pm to 7 pm. 

The city Department of 
Transportation (DOT) main- 
tains that before a three-month 
trial, a preliminary study of the 
potential impacts would have 
to be undertaken. That would 
cost an estimated $250,000, 
according to DOT spokesman 
Keith Kalb. 

‘We would still have to do 
the baseline study before we 
begin to look at anything,” 
Kalb said. “Whether it be hour 
changes or temporary clo- 
sures. We are awaiting word 
from the Brooklyn delegation 
of the City Council on how 
they are willing to proceed.” 
DeBlasio said of the DOT 
estimate, “We believe there is 
a way to do a cost-effective 

While the DOT has placed 
responsibility for the funding 
of the study on the shoulders 
of the council members, De- 
Blasio said the budget process 
was still a long way off and 
added, “This is not the kind of 
thing you do with a member 

“I think [DOT Commis- 
sioner] Iris [Weinshall] has 
been fair,” DeBlasio said. “But 
I think at the same time, where 
there’s a will there’s way.” 

The issue has raised con- 
cerns about how a trial ban 
would direct cars to surround- 
ing residential streets. 

In 1997, Rachel Fruchter, a 
faculty member at SUNY 
Downstate, was killed by a van 
while bicycling through the park 
Fruchter’s daughter, Chen- 
da Fruchter, participated in the 
rally Saturday to urge for a 
car-free park. 

‘We know what happens 
when you have cars in the 
park,” she said. “People get 
killed.”

The funding has thus far been 
allocated to the city Parks De- 
partment, with the approval of 
the development corporation, for 
shoreline stabilization, a blue 
stone sidewalk, lighting, irriga- 
tion and drinking fountains north 
of the Purchase Building, a Parks 
Department spokesman said. 

Designs are expected to be 
completed this winter and 
ground is scheduled to be broken 
this spring, after the project goes 
up for contractor bid. The total 
costs of the forthcoming projects 
cannot be determined, a Parks 
spokesman said, until the designs 
are completed. 

While Yassky said he likes the 
plans he has seen thus far, he also 
wants to see that all of the mon- 
ey allocated to the plan for this 
fiscal year is utilized. 

Brooklyn Bridge Park is a $150 
million, 67-acre commercial and 
recreational development that will 
span from Jay Street under the 
Manhattan Bridge, 1.3 miles south 
to Pier 5 at Joralemon Street. 

Last May, Bloomberg and 
Gov. George Pataki announced 
the creation of the joint city-state 
development corporation. 

“One reason for the delay is a 
lack of clarity between the devel- 
opment corporation and the city 
Parks Department over whose 
court the ball is in,” Yassky said. 

The councilman has made sev- 
eral suggestions of capital projects 
that may be ready to proceed, in- 


formance space, and setting up a 
carousel pledged by DUMBO de- 
veloper David Walentas. 

Yassky has requested of both 
Moogan and Parks Commission- 
er Adrian Benepe that a destina- 
tion for the funds be determined 
within the next month, before the 
money becomes vulnerable. 

In the master plan for the de- 
velopment, the Purchase Build- 
ing would be cut down in size to 
open up the view of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, with the remaining build- 
ing hosting an educational and 


spoke before the city Landmarks 
Preservation Commission (LPC) 
either defending or deriding the 
city’s proposal. The LPC was 
scheduled to hear further testimo- 
ny on Sept. 11, but following the 
attacks on the World Trade Cen- 
ter the meeting was cancelled.

Boston attorney Wilson D. Rogers Jr., who represented Daily during 
the deposition, did not immediately return a call seeking comment. 

In the deposition. Daily also acknowledged receiving a 1977 letter 
of complaint about remarks Shanley allegedly made to a group in 
Rochester, NY. A woman who said she heard Shanley’s talk quoted 
him as saying that in pedophilia, “the adult is not the seducer — the kid 
is the seducer.” 

The woman also said Shanley said he could think of no sexual act 
that causes psychological damage, “not even incest or bestiality.” 

Daily said he referred the letter to the late Cardinal Humberto 
Medeiros. But he acknowledged that he did not know if anyone ever 
investigated whether Shanley made the remarks. 

MacLeish, who represents men who say they were abused by Shanley 
after Daily appointed him to St. Jean’s, said the deposition shows that Dai- 
ly had critical information about Shanley before he sent him to the parish. 

“It’s so tragic that none of the information Bishop Daily possessed 
was shared with the parishioners of St. Jean's. If it had been, obviously, 
none of this would have happened,” MacLeish said. 

In March, about two months after the clergy sexual abuse scandal 
exploded in Boston, Daily issued a statement in New York in which he 
apologized to victims of defrocked priest John Geoghan. 

Geoghan's case sparked the scandal when court documents revealed 
that church officials had shuffled him from parish to parish after receiv- 
ing complaints he was sexually abusing boys. 

In a statement. Daily said he had acted in good conscience at the 
time but said “in hindsight I profoundly regret certain decisions.” 

Daily has been bishop of the Brooklyn diocese since 1990. He left 
the Archdiocese of Boston in September 1984 — about six months af- 
ter Cardinal Bernard Law arrived in Boston — to become bishop of 
Palm Beach, Fla.

Q: “I don’t understand 
why any advice I try to give 
about our 4-year-old grand- 
son is taken as criticism. 
Whatever I say puts my son 
and his wife on the defen- 
sive.” — Dallas grandma 

A: It’s only natural for par- 
ents to get defensive when 
grandparents offer unsolicited 
child-rearing advice. 

“We take the constant ad- 
vice from my husband’s moth- 
er as her not trusting us to do 
what is right,” one Texas 
mother says. 

After a recent Parent to Par- 
ent column suggested that 
grandparents try to enjoy their 
grandkids and wait until 
they’re asked for advice, some 
readers stressed that — as al- 
ways — there needs to be 
room for exceptions. 

“I certainly bristled at ad- 
vice from parents and in-laws 
when my children were 
small,” says one grandmother- 
to-be. “But it would help if the 
older generation wasn’t paint- 
ed as imbeciles, hopelessly out 
of touch. Sometimes new par- 
ents can actually benefit from 
the wisdom of the ages.” 

Indeed, parents can benefit 
— as long as there is a mature, 
supportive relationship based 
on mutual respect. But if what 
is said comes across as criti- 
cism, advice can undermine 
parental confidence and make 

“Giving advice is touchy,” 
says Nancy Samalin, author of 
“Loving Without Spoiling” 
(McGraw-Hill, 2002). “Frame 
it as giving information, rather 
than telling people what to do. 
Think of it as holding your 
hand out, rather than ramming 
it down their throat.” 

Harriet Lemer, Ph.D., an 
expert on family relationships, 
agrees that an “I know what’s 
best attitude” won’t work. 

“When you say something, 
say it lightly — not like you 
have the word of God,” says 
Lerner, author of “The Dance 
of Connection” (Quill, 2002). 
“No one will value what you 
say if there is not a climate of 
respect. Ultimately, it’s not 
your child.” 

How can grandparents 
share their concerns? Think 
about timing and tact, and try 
following Lemer’s tips for re- 
lating to family members: 

•Say what you think and 
feel about things that matter, 
and let the other person do the 
same. Keep in mind: “Words 
spoken can never be taken 

•Refrain from sharing 
thoughts and feelings when 
appropriate. “Think about how 
and when to say what to 
whom,” she says. 

•Speak to the positive. 

•Respect differences. “Dif- 
ferences don’t mean one per- 
son is right and one person is 
wrong,” says Lemer, a clinical 
psychologist in Topeka, Kan. 

Samalin, a parent educator 
for more than 25 years, says if 
a grandparent has a specific 
concern, consider writing it in

“Sometimes when you see 
it in writing, you don’t feel 
like you have to counterat- 
tack,” says Samalin, of New 
York City. She offers an 
emailed parenting newsletter 
through her Web site, 
www.samalin.com. 

More than advice, Samalin 
says, grandparents need to of- 
fer support with statements 
such as: “Is there any way I 
can help?” 

One reader shares an exam- 
ple of just how supportive a 
grandparent can be: “My 
friend was joyfully telling us 
about letting her restless, ac- 
tive little grandson to sleep by 
gently massaging him and ex- 
plaining to his mother how 
that was the technique that 
worked on her when she was a 
restless, active little girl.” 

Among those who have 
specific concerns, one grand- 
mother says about her son’s 
family: “The television is nev- 
er off.” Her son has attention- 
deficit disorder, and she’s con- 
cerned that excessive TV 
exposure will add to her 
grandson’s risk of developing 
the disorder. 

“With my experience work- 
ing with students who have 
learning problems, can I not 
say, ‘Look, your son has a 50 
percent chance of ADD. Don't 
add to it by keeping the TV on 
all the time,”’ she says. 

This is a case where an in- 
direct approach, such as read- 
ing and playing with a child 
far from the TV, is a way to 
role model for the parents. 
That might have more impact 
than a direct comment that 
risks alienation. 

“In today’s mobile society, 
grandparents still have a role 
to fulfill in strengthening par- 
enting knowledge, family 
love, and lessons in identity 
among generations,” says a

Brooklyn College: from 
‘red’ to cutting edge

Brooklyn College has a new library. 

Well, not really. But it’s a super im- 
provement on the old, 1959 design that 
served for half a century as a book reposi- 
tory and study hall. Actually, the frame is 
still there with a few embellishments un- 
der the new Georgian design. All for $72 
million. The old library has been joined to 
La Guardia Hall, cementing the classic 
quadrangle concept. 

A dazzling interior has been created in 
consultation with the library staff under 
Barbra Higginbotham, chief librarian. As a 
result, the latest in library accoutrements 
has been installed, from online cataloguing 
to a media center to handicapped accessi- 
ble carrels. Some finishing touches are 
needed to complete the auditorium but as 
of this semester, the library is functional. 

Brooklyn College President Christoph 
Kimmich hosted a ribbon-cutting party 
Oct. 17 inviting City University of New 
York administrators down to the 2900 
Bedford Ave. campus in Midwood, as well 
as civic leaders, and both Borough Presi- 
dent Marty Markowitz and former Bor- 
ough President Howard Golden. It’s a long 
cry from the early days of the institution, 
when Brooklyn College was labeled com- 
munist and derisively known as “The Lit- 
tle Red School House.” 

Brooklyn’s first four-year college start- 
ed Downtown in 1930 as a Brooklyn 
branch of City and Hunter colleges. But a 
search for a more permanent campus led 
the university officials to Midwood. 

Back when southern Brooklyn boasted 
hunting and yachting clubs, a golf course 
had occupied a section near the Long Is- 
land Rail Road cut that ran between East 
New York, Bay Ridge and Manhattan 
Beach. The closest station was at Flatbush 
Avenue near Avenue I. 

But then the Manhattan Beach Hotel 
was demolished and, by 1925, the LIRR 
used the cut for freight only. A housing 
boom transformed the area from barren lots 
to comfortable middle-class private homes. 

The golf course closed and for several 
years in the 1930s, Ringling Brothers Bar- 
num & Bailey circus pitched its tents on 
the abandoned land. Then, in 1936, 
Brooklyn College moved there with Presi- 
dent Franklin Roosevelt laying 
the cornerstone for a classic 
campus setting. Dr. Harry 
Gideonese, the college’s sec- 
ond president at that location, 
had his office in Boylan Hall, 
named after the first president. 

William Boylan had hired 
the cream of the intellectual 
crop of New York, many of 
whom had socialistic or leftist 
sympathies. The 1937 library 
was named after New York’s 
most popular mayor, Fiorello 
La Guardia, another favorite 
of radicals. The most outspo- 
ken leftist was Dr. Bernard 
Grebanier in the English De- 
partment who was arrested on 
several occasions by city po- 
lice who invaded the campus. 

In the late 1930s, much con- 
troversy raged over the role of 
communism in world politics, 
but to many Stalin was prefer- 
able to Hitler and fascism. 

They spoke their mind to their 
students, colleagues and the 
press. So, as a sound bite, re- 
porters made the inference, re- 
ferring to Brooklyn College as 
“the little red school house.” 

The Board of Higher Educa- 
tion brought in Gideonese to 
cleanse the college’s reputation. 

War heals all internal wor- 
ries. Soon the “red menace” 
was forgotten, the Soviet 
Union became our allies and 
Brooklyn College worked for 
the World War II effort. At the 
end, the baby boomers invaded 
the campus and suddenly the li- 
brary was no longer adequate. 

A “modernistic” addition to 
La Guardia Hall rose behind 
it, completely out of tune with 
the rest of the campus. White- 
head Hall, across from it, at- 
tempted to make purists for- 
get. Then the Student Union 
replaced the historic Duryea 
House, across the street from 
the campus, and open enroll- 
ment descended on CUNY. 

The college's administra- 
tions accepted the status quo 
through the heat of the 1970s 
fiscal crisis, but when times 
began to look better, the new 
athletic field moved across 
Bedford Avenue; however the 
library remained in limbo. On 
top of that, La Guardia Hall, 
the symbol of Brooklyn Col- 
lege with its clock tower, be- 
came a white elephant. 

First it was the Faculty 
Lounge, then the Museum of

Brooklyn at Brooklyn College opened 
across the hall. Finally, it just sat there for 
occasional special events. The 1990s 
emerged and open enrollment disappeared 
so renovations to the library began to look 
more feasible. The new plans for the 
275,000-square-foot library reasserted its 
key position on the campus and in the 
CUNY system. Not only would it be the 
university’s largest library, but also it sym- 
bolized the new gateway to learning for 
the students and faculty. 

Fortunately, the Special Collection of 
the library is the official archive of the col- 
lege and contains records of these transi- 
tions. It had been lost on the top floor of 
the old library; now it occupies a place of 
importance on the bright, new main floor. 

In the Special Collection, supervised by 
Prof. Anthony Cucchiara and assisted by 
Mary Ann LaBato, the history of Brooklyn 
College has been preserved: stories of fa- 
mous faculty members such as Rudolph 
Bing and Allan Ginsburg; histories of presi- 
dents and national visitors; speeches of dis- 
tinguished commencement speakers; pro- 


grams at Whitman Hall for the Brooklyn 
Center for the Performing Arts at Brooklyn 
College series. Several politicians have left 
their papers to the college, did one of its fa- 
vored alumni, comedian Sam Levenson. 

Cucchiara hopes to enlarge the archives 
to contain all Brooklyn history, with sig- 
nificant research material. He has pub- 
lished a history of CUNY titled “From the 
Free Academy to CUNY” (Fordham Uni- 
versity Press, 2000) with co-authors San- 
dra Roff and Barbara Dunlap. 

Now, in the library, the past meets the 
present and the future. When all the work- 
men have left and the landscapers have 
beautified the grounds, the heart of Brook- 
lyn College's campus will again occupy 
its foremost symbolic building and revital- 
ize higher education in our borough.

Sbarro s mogul and his partner 
— buddies from Bay Ridge 
and Bensonhurst — return to 


Brooklyn with new venture 


T wo Brooklyn boys, Anthony “Tony” 
Scotto and Mario Sbarro (yes, that 
Sbarro, of the 950-restaurants-and- 
growing pizza chain) will open the bor- 
ough’s first Boulder Creek Steakhouse in 
early November. 

The men met 15 years ago through a 
mutual friend and in 1995 formed Boulder 
Creek Ventures based in Melville, NY. Yet 
both Scotto and Sbarro immigrated to the 
United States from Naples, Italy, as 
teenagers and settled with their families in 
Brooklyn. Scotto’s family settled in Bay 
Ridge and Sbarro in neighboring Benson- 

Their company now owns five Boulder 
Creek Steakhouses on Long Island, one in 
Queens and two in northern New Jersey. 
By 2003, the company plans to expand 
into Yonkers, Staten Island, and add up to 
four locations in New Jersey. 

During a recent conversation, Scotto 
and Sbarro told GO Brooklyn their rendi- 
tions of the evolution of the Boulder 
Creek Steakhouses and their own rise in 
the restaurant world. 

“Well, we started on Long Island be- 
cause we were able to find the space we 
needed for the restaurants,” Scotto said 
matter-of-factly. 

Each restaurant seats 210 to 260 diners 
and needs approximately 7,000 square 
feet of floor space

“If you build five or six restaurants in 
one area, you can advertise properly, 
watch them, nurture them and build public 
awareness,” Scotto explained. “We finally 
found the space we needed with the right 
visibility in Brooklyn,” he says of their 
first Brooklyn location at exit 15 off the 
Belt Parkway near Starrett City. 


Scotto, who developed the concept for 
the steakhouses, commented, “I wanted a 
change from the usual clubby men’s 
steakhouses where women and children 
don’t always feel welcome.” (Scotto, un- 
der a separate company, Scotto Brothers 
Enterprises, owns three upscale steak- 
houses — Burton & Doyle’s on Long Is- 
land, and two Rothman’s steakhouses, one 
on Long Island and 
one in Manhattan 
— that would fall 
under the “clubby 
men’s steakhouse” 
category.) 

The restaurants’ 
Colorado lodge 
theme provides “a 
very warm and col- 
orful” family at- 
mosphere. The exterior of each restaurant 
features stone siding, and the interior 
decor is ski lodge friendly with a four- 
sided fireplace warming the room; com- 
fortable wooden booths and tables to ac- 
commodate family groups; wood-paneled 
walls adorned with vintage ski gear; and 
murals of snowcapped mountains.

“There’s something for everyone,” 
Scotto says of the steakhouse’s reasonably 
priced menu. That includes a selection of 
USDA, grain-fed, aged steaks that are 
priced from $12.95 for the Kit Carson Sir- 
loin, a 10-ounce, center-cut top sirloin steak, 
to $20.50 for the Mountaineer, a 20-ounce 
porterhouse. Many of the items associated 
with a mid-priced steakhouse are offered: 
the Boulder blossom, a breaded, deep-fried 
onion; cheese fries; a Caesar salad or the 
Grande chicken Caesar; chicken tenders 
and several pasta selections. 

For red meat-phobics, Scotto has added 
several fish choices: a shrimp scampi over 
fettuccini; the Blue Lake catch of the day, 
a grilled fresh fish filet; and Up The Creek 
salmon, a grilled filet with a garlic cmst. 

How did two local boys make it big in 
the restaurant business? Both men agree 
that a strong work ethic runs second to 
passion. 

“I loved working in my uncle’s restau- 
rant, Romano’s — it’s still in Bay Ridge, 
still very good,” says Scotto, who at 18 
began as a dish washer, then worked his 
way up through the restaurant ranks. “I 
loved it then and I still love what I do. I 
have a passion for the restaurant busi- 

In 1959, Sbarro’s family opened the 
first Sbarro’s on 65th Street and 17th Av- 
enue in Bensonhurst. He describes the 
store as an “Italian deli” offering house- 
made sausages and mozzarella 



“We developed a large following for 
our delicacies and my mother’s catering. 
The business just kept growing,” Sbarro 
said. At 81, Sbarro’s mother Carmela 
Sbarro still works behind the counter. Just 
back from Milan, where he oversaw the 
opening of Italy’s first Sbarro pizzeria and 
restaurant, he commented, ‘They love our 
pizza. We have a great product, and we’ll 
do well there." 

But why expand into steakhouses, 
when the pizza-plus formula has been so 
successful? 

“We’ve been in the quick-service, casu- 
al-dining arena for a long time,” Sbarro 
said. “With our knowledge of the market, 
and the broad spectrum of consumers — 
families to seniors — who enjoy a good 
steak, I knew it was the right venture.” 

How does it feel to be back in Brooklyn? 

Both men laughed. 

“Well, we never really left. My moth- 
er’s still in our first store,” Sbarro said. 

Scotto added, “We think our Boulder 
Creek restaurant will be a great addition to 
Brooklyn. Opening this restaurant is a 
tremendous feeling. This restaurant feels 
very special to me.”

ing and funny.” Whichever way 
you look at it, the show is defi- 
nitely ready for prime time. 

“Klondike and Snow” was 
created through improvisation by 
five talented performers — 
Patrick Ferrell, Larry Grimm, 
Eliot Laurence, Katherine 
Wessling and Mnookin. Inspired 
by the story of two abandoned 
polar bears (Klondike and Snow) 
who achieved fame in Denver 
before they finally found a home 
in Sea World, the group went on 
to explore similar situations 
where people might gain fame 
and notoriety through media ap- 
pearances. 

There’s the cross-country bik- 
er (Eliot) who serves as a leitmo- 
tif throughout the show. He en- 
dorses “Goo,” a nutritional supplement. He never turned to 
Jesus in those “dark and difficult days” when he didn’t get 
along with his mother (who now travels with him as he makes 
the TV circuit) and he employs a battery of workers to man- 
age his mail and maintain his Web site. 

Shelley is a fat girl who is really a “slender princess” under 
her hefty exterior (played by the definitely not overweight 
Mnookin). 

“People think I’m a slob, or I’m dirty, or I don’t care about 
myself,” she wails. 

Ferrell plays a man who is so hyper-allergic that he must live 
in a protective body suit. He responds to the interviewer’s per- 
sistent questions with a detailed account of his malady, hard- 
pressed to admit that eventually he might die because of it. 

And Mnookin and Wessling, sporting platinum wigs, por- 
tray conjoined twins who have been separated but are still 
haunted by the sordid details of their past, which they insist on 
pursuing. 

Set designer Valerie Green has effortlessly recreated the 
mood and the illusion of a TV studio, with colored lights hung 
from the ceiling, tape on the floor and a few stools and 
wheeled chairs. A glass screen, transported about the stage to 
occasionally frame the actors, abruptly turns the theater audi- 
ence into a television studio audience. 

Daniel Antonio Srebnick’s original music comes in at all the 
right moments and is in admirable harmony with the tone of 
the interviews. 

Although “Klondike and Snow” was workshopped at the On- 
tological Downstairs Series and at New Actor’s Workshop, and 
much of the text was derived from improvisation, additional 
sources are “Klondike and Snow,” a documentary video, a Na- 
tional Geographic polar bear video and the Montel Williams 
show (where the polar bear story was extensively aired). But it is 
the genius of this production that brings all these sources to life. 

Grimm, who does most of the interviewing, is particularly 
adept at capturing all the ticks and mannerisms of TV talk- 
show hosts. But the interviewees are also excellent as they re- 
veal their innermost secrets and bare their battered souls.

Timed for the release of the Salma 
Hayak bio-pic “Frida,” about the inspira- 
tional Mexican artist Frida Kahlo, the 
Latin American folk art shop Patrias 
[167 Fifth Ave., (718) 857-9091] in Park 
Slope is celebrating her legacy with an 
exhibit of Kahlo-inspired folk art, jewel- 
ry, home furnishings, books and 
paper products. Also included 
in the exhibit is a series of 
rare photographs of Kahlo 
taken by her long- 
time friend and 
lover, photographer 
Nickolas Muray. 

“Frida Kahlo is 
inspiration to mil- 
lions of people who 
appreciate not only 
the exquisite beauty of 
her artwork, but how 






tragedies of her life 
into creative expres- 
sion,” said Patrias 
owner Paulina Perez 
Bemporad. “For folk 
artists throughout Mexi- 
co and the United States, Frida has be- 
come a revered icon that represents 
women’s anguish and strength.” 

Bom in 1907 to a Flungarian-Jewish 
father and a mother of Spanish and Mex- 
ican Indian descent, Kahlo survived po- 
lio, and at 15, entered the premedical pro- 
gram at the National Preparatory School 
in Mexico City. But three years later she 
was seriously injured in a bus accident 
that left her in bed for over a year recov- 
ering from fractures of her back, collar- 
bone and ribs, as well as a shattered 
pelvis and shoulder and foot injuries. She 



underwent more than 30 subsequent op- 
erations, and spent the rest of her life in 
pain. She died at age 47. 

During her career, which began in 
1927, Kahlo painted mostly self-por- 
traits and still lifes. At 21, she fell in 
love with the Mexican muralist Diego 
Rivera, 20 years her senior, 
and the two shared a pas- 
ion for art and politics. 
They were married in 
and endured a 
stormy but passion- 
ate relationship. 
The two traveled 
to the United 
States and France 
often, and the 
renowned Rivera, 
whom she divorced 
and later remarried, in- 
troduced Kahlo to many 
luminaries from the worlds 
of art and politics. Her ca- 
reer peeked in the 1940s, al- 
though her popularity soared 

posthumously in the 1980s 

with the publication of sever- 
al Kahlo biographies. 

The Muray photographs were taken 
in the winter of 1938-’39 when the two 
were reportedly at the height of a 10- 
year love affair. The two remained 
friends until her death in 1954. 

Bemporad is shown at right with a 
number of Patrias’ Kahlo-flavored of- 
ferings, including the bamboo curtain 
behind her. A hand-painted tin retablo 
(inset) is also part of the collection.

Andy Warhol famously said that 
every person has his 15 minutes of 
fame.

Gallery Players stage Levins 
witty j suspenseful 6 Deathtrap 9

D oes owning a weapon or writing 
about murder provide an open- 
ing for actually committing one? 
Sidney Bruhl, the charming and iron- 
ic playwright in Ira Levin’s “Death- 
trap,” the Gallery Players’ second 
presentation this season, believes this 
may be a distinct possibility. But only 
Levin, director Heather Siobahn Cur- 
ran and the cast know the answer. The 
audience is kept guessing. 

Indeed, Bruhl, a has-been play- 
wright, finds himself in a position 
where murder 
might be the per- 
fect solution to his 
extended dry 
spell: after 18 hit- 
less years, a for- 
mer student pres- 
ents him with a 
play — “Death- 
trap” — that’s a 
sure-fire hit. 

“The play will 
earn $2 million, not including ‘Death- 
trap’ T-shirts,” Bruhl (John Blaylock) 
tells his anxious wife, Myra (Patricia 

Despite his wife’s timid protests, 
Bruhl lures the unsuspecting young 
playwright, Clifford Anderson (Daniel 
Roach) to his home in Westport, 
Conn., unleashing a series of dramatic 
twists, reversals and surprises that in- 
form this clever comic thriller. 

Certainly, Levin has written a most 
literate script. There are many refer- 
ences to other thrillers, and the play 
the audience is seeing closely paral- 
lels the one being written on stage. It’s 
not difficult to conclude that Bruhl 
bears a close resemblance to Levin, a 
master of the genre. 

Set designer Mark T. Simpson has 


wisely emphasized the importance of 
the script by incorporating the en- 
larged type of the script into the set- 
ting — a comfortable and attractive 
study, complete with a grandfather 
clock, glass double doors, an expen- 
sive-looking rug, and an impressive 
collection of pistols, swords, hand- 
cuffs, maces, battleaxes and other ac- 
coutrements of murder. 

Many of these collectibles Bruhl 
has acquired from productions of his 
past thrillers. Others are gifts from 
friends. And some he has found by 
“prowl[ing] the antique shops.” 

In fact, the room itself is the perfect 
deathtrap, but for 
whom? “Death- 
trap” keeps the 
audience perpet- 
ually on edge. 
And the suspense 
is only softened 
by the outra- 
geous humor that 
somehow never 
conflicts with the 
deadly plot. 

Is Bruhl really capable of murder? 
Why is his wife so nervous? Who is 
the young playwright and is he really 
as innocent and naive as he seems? 
What has Blaylock’s lawyer, Porter 
Milgrim (David Crommett), ob- 
served? What does the clairvoyant 
Helga Ten Dorp (Sheila MacDougall) 
actually know, and is she going to 
solve the mystery, or is she merely 
comic relief (although, admittedly, the 
best comic relief this reviewer has 
seen in a long time)? 

“Deathtrap” opened on Broadway 
Feb. 26, 1978 at the Music Box The- 
atre and later moved to the Biltmore 
for a run of 1,809 performances, 
which made it, at the time, the longest 
running play on Broadway and the 
longest running thriller by an Ameri-

can author. The play was nominated 
for four Tony awards. The 1982 film 
of the same name starred Michael 
Caine as Sidney Bruhl and Christo- 
pher Reeve as Clifford Anderson. 

It’s easy to see what attracted audi- 
ences to “Deathtrap.” The play is in- 
geniously constructed and seamlessly 
blends suspense and humor, so the au- 
dience spends half the time laughing 
and the other half gasping. In fact, 
Bruhl himself gives an apt description 
of the play when he is summing up 
the manuscript Anderson has sent 
him: “A thriller in two acts, one set. 
Five characters. A juicy murder in Act 
One, unexpected developments in Act 
Two. Sound construction, good dia- 
logue, laughs in the right places. 
Highly commercial.” 

“Deathtrap” is not only a classic 
thriller but a wonderful parody of the 
classic thriller. 

In addition to an excellent script 
and a supportive set, this production 
owes much of its success to the stellar 


performances of 
Blaylock and Mac- 
Dougall. 

“Deathtrap” is 
Blaylock’s fourth 
play with Gallery. 

He has previously 
been seen as Milo 
Tindle in “Sleuth,” 

Geoffrey Duncan 
in “The Sisters 
Rosensweig,” and 
Edward Sheridan 
in “Someone Who’ll 
Watch Over Me.” (Movie-goers can 
also catch him in Ron Howard’s “A 
Beautiful Mind,” and soap opera fans 
may recall him as the notorious 
Patrick Hudson on ABC’s “All My 
Children.) 

In “Deathtrap,” Blaylock doesn’t 
display a devastating British accent, 
as he did in “Sleuth,” but he does, 
once again, create an engaging char- 
acter of dubious motives. Blaylock is 
detached, debonair and sexy. So much 


so that it’s hard to understand why he 
stays married to his stiff and humor- 
less wife. (If only Lavin had been a 
bit more hysterical, the play might 
have been perfect!) 

MacDougall is absolutely divine, 
with her Swedish accent and hand- 
clasping, breast-pounding theatrics. 
Her over-the-top performance is just 
the right balance to Blaylock’s under- 
stated and controlled presentation. 

What a fine revival!
